This fall we opened our drama 
season at Grayling High School 
with a highly successful and mem- 
orable production of ‘“‘Tom Jones.” 
We are following it with a winter 
production of ‘The Miracle Wor- 
ker.”’ I realize it is consideréd by 
many to be a rather difficult play 
for high school students. However, 
1 personally feel that students who 
are really interested in dramatics 
will be able to handle it.

Majority Lack Experience .. . 


Statistics issued by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board reveal a startling fact. The median age of 
the United States’ almost 200 million people is 28 years: 
years. Writing in The ESCO Ladle, Bill Walkins calls 
attention to equally startling facts: “The younger the 
population, the narrower its range of experience in time. 
Fifts-.wo per cent of our population can’t imagine a 
world without television and space vehicles. Eighty 
per cent don't remember when we couldn’t buy a legal 
drink. Seventy per cent did not live in the day when 
payment of income taxes was the dubious prerogative 
of the very wealthy. Almost three-quarters of our pop- 
ulation were either not yet born or were very young 
when Social Security first went into effect in 1937.” 

In terms of liberty under representative government, 
this lack of experience with the past can have grave con- 
sequences. Again, in the words of Mr. Walkins, “If 
the young voter has had no instruction in political and 
economic truths, the politician has no alternative but 
to go along with the fallacies on which the popular ideas 
are prounded.’ Our young people of today should re- 
member that “To have individual freedom we must sac- 
rifice a measure of security the alternative is to 
accept such meager security as the state chooses to offer. 
And who knows but what even our affluence might di- 
minish along with our loss of liberties,”

What Is The Answer? .. . 


If past experience is any criterion, that perennial 
issue “right-to-work” will again be brought to the at- 
tention of Congress. Organized labor, with the help of 
misnamed liberal members of Congress, will seek to de- 
prive the states of the right of self-determination on t 
matter of compulsory unionism by urging repeal of Sec- 
tion 14 +b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Atthe present time, there are some 400,000 U. S. men 
fighting a war half a world away to uphold the belief 
that the small country of South Viet Nam should have 
the right of self-determination in choosing the kind of 
government it wishes to live under. And yet, we find 
powerful factions in our own country determined to 
erase this right among the several states — 19 states 
now have right-to-work laws, which have been adopt- 
ed by the people’s-legislators in those states.
